2. AS CONVEYED TO DEPARTMENT BY RWANDAN AMBASSADOR 
IN WASHINGTON. THE PRESIDEHT PLANS TO ARRIVE IN HEW 
YORK OCTOBER S, DELIVER THE SPEECH OCTOBER i, HAVE 
MEETINGS IN NEW YORR AND TRAVEL TO WASHINGTON 
OCTOBER 7, HAVE MEETINGS IN WASHINGTON OCTOBER I AND 
DEPART FOR RWANDA OCTOBER !. THE CABINET DIRECTOR 
SAID THE PRESIOENT WOULD WANT MEETINGS AT THE 
DEPARTMENT Of STATE AXAT THE WORLD BANK IN 
WASHINGTON. 

3. WE BELIEVE THAT THE PRESIDENTS PURPOSE FOR THE 
TRIP AT THIS TIME IS TO CONTiNUE HIS ROUND OF VISITS 
TO COUNTRIES WHICH HAVE BEEN HELPFUL TO RWANDA IN THE 
PEACE PROCESS. HE HAS CALLED ON PRESIDENTS OF 
TANZANIA, UGANDA. 8URUNDI, ZAIRE AND KENYA (TODAY, 
SEPTEMBER 23), AND NO DOUBT WILL SEER MEETINGS IN 
PARIS AND BRUSSELS EITHER EN ROUTE TO NEW YORK DR ON

4. CONSISTENT WITH OUR ENCOURAGEMENT OF THE 
DEMOCRATIC PROCESS IN RWANDA, WE HAD PLANNED TO 
RECOMMEND THAT PRESIOENT NABYARIMANA BE RECEIVED AT 
THE WHITE HOUSE FOLLOWING INSTALLATION OF THE 
ENLARGED TRANSITION GOVERNMENT CALLED FOR IN THE 
PEACE ACCORO. BECAUSE OF THE TIME NEEDED TO CONSIDER
